RUSHING AGREEMENT FOR 1942-43 


This agreement constitutes a by-law drafted in 
conformity with Article VIII of the Constitution of 
the Pan-Hellenic Council. It is intended to pro- 
vide information to fraternity men and to rushees 
of the freshman class. 

The fraternity activities through which fra- 
ternity men and freshmen become mutually ac-

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quainted and mutually decide upon extension of 
Invitations to join and acceptance of these invita- 
tions, are called rushing. 


Rushing may begin on the day of registration 
—September 8—and invitations shall be extended 
on the evening of October 6, at 7 P. M., at the 
Dean’s office. Twenty-two hours prior to this 
time there shall be a silence period during which 
it shall be a violation of this agreement to contact 
any rushee about his choice of a fraternity or that 
he will be extended a bid. Any word, sign, ges- 
ture—direct or indirect by active member, in- 
active member or alumnus during this period 
shall be deemed a violation. The silence period 
ends upon dismissal from the Dean’s office. 

It shall be a violation of this agreement for 
freshmen to stay in fraternity quarters after 9 P. 
M. In case of freshmen living in fraternity dor- 
mitory or house, they shall leave the social hall at 
9 P. M. Rushing everywhere is prohibited after 
8:30 P. M. 

These rules about times for rushing shall not 
apply on Saturday for chapter giving a smoker. 

The only form of entertainment permitted dur- 
ing this rushing season shall be one smoker for 
each fraternity to be held in its social quarters be- 
tween the hours of 7 and 11 P. M. Treating in 
any other manner shall be a violation of the agree- 
ment. The constitution of the council specifically 
bans banquets and dances. 

On Tuesday, October 6, at 7 P. M., the fresh-

Dean’s office to receive formal bids and to state 
the fraternity of their choice. The freshmen shall 
state their first, second, and third choices of fra- 
ternities. Each freshman shall commit himself as 
a pledge of a fraternity by signing the pledge book 
of the fraternity of his choice or shall sign himself 
as undecided. Freshmen will then report to the 
fraternity of their choice for the formal pledging 
ceremony and the acceptance of the pledge pin.

All freshmen are required to attend Chapel 
every Monday, Wednesday and Friday in the 
Church auditorium. The exercises are brief and 
are usually educational and devotional in character.

ABSENCES AND CUTS 


Each student is allowed to “cut” or be absent 
from class without penalty as many times a se- 
mester as there are hours per week of that 
particular class. For example, English I 
is a three-hour course, and every man is allowed 
as many as three absences on that course without 
penalty. 


Every man who is absent from a course be- 
cause of illness, a death in the family, or for 
some other bona fide reason should make out a 
written statement of the hours missed and the rea- 
son and turn it over to the Dean immediately on 
his return to college. 

Every student is warned not to drop courses 
without the explicit permission of the Dean and 
the Professor in charge of the course. To do other- 
wise means a call to the Dean’s office. ;

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FRESHMAN ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


The purpose of this committee is to make it 
easier for each member of the freshman class to 
become a worthwhile Wake Forest student. The 
Committee shall consider the case of any freshman 
who disregards any of the rules made by the Stu- 
dent Council for every first year man enrolled in 
the freshman class. 

Every freshman is hereby warned to abide by 
these following rules: 


1. Freshmen shall at all times speak to upper- 
classmen and to each other when passing them on 
the campus or in the town. 2 

2. Freshmen must attend all pep meetings or 
athletic contests on the campus or have some valid 
excuse for not doing so. At all football games they 
are required to sit in a body and follow instructions 
of the cheerleaders. 

3. Freshmen shall learn all College songs and 
yells. 

4. Freshmen shall purchase the college colors 
as provided by the Student Council. These colors 
are to be worn at all times while in Wake Forest 
until the Council decides otherwise and at all 
athletic contests thereafter.

CONSTITUTION OF STUDENT BODY OF 
WAKE FOREST COLLEGE 


PREAMBLE | 

We, the Student Body of Wake Forest College, 

desiring to maintain and perpetuate the high ideals 

for which the College has ever been justly respect- 

ed and to promote the common interests and 

general welfare of our college community, do or- 
dain and establish this Constitution. 


ARTICLE “I 
Name 

The name of the government herein estab- 
lished shall be “The Student Government of Wake 
Forest College.” 

ARTICLE. II 
Membership 

Every duly registered student of Wake Forest 
College shall automatically become a member of 
the Student Government. 

All voting shall be by use of the Australian or 
secret ballot, which means that no voter shall be re- 
quired to sign his ballot. The Student Council shall 
use all possible precautions to prevent fraud and 
shall deal with all such offenders according to their 
Own discretion. 

ARTICLES! 
Purpose 

It shall be the purpose of the Student Govern- 
ment to handle all matters of the student conduct, . 
honor, and general student interest; and to promote 
ee ee 
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in campus life self-control, personal responsibility, 
and loyalty to the College and student body. In 
carrying into effect the foregoing objects, the Stu- 
dent Government shall at all times endeavor to re- 
move all causes that may tend to bring about 
violations of laws, rules, and customs adopted by 
the Student Body . 

The outgoing Student Council shall appoint 
five men to serve as an advisory council for the 
incoming freshmen at some time just after spring 
elections. The Council shall designate one of these 
five men, a senior, to be chairman. All members 
shall be at least juniors according to the current 
catalogue. Of these five members one shall rep- 
resent the athletic department, one the ministerial 
department, one the education department, and 
- one the science department. 

ARTICLE IV 
Officers and Departments 

Section 1. The Student body shall have the 
following officers: President, vice president, and 
secretary-treasurer. 

Section 2. There shall be a Student Council 
in whom shall be vested the executive powers of 
_the Student Government. The president of the 
Student Body shall be ex-officio the president of 
the Student Council. 

Section 3. There shall be a Legislative De- 
partment in whom shall be vested the powers of 
proposing legislation and cooperating with the 
Student Council in carrying out the purposes of 
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the Student Government. The president of the 
Senior Class shall be ex-officio the chairman of 
the Legislative Department. 


ao ied ARTICLE V 

Pana Student Body Officers 

Section 1. All Student body officers shall have 
‘senior standing according to the college catalogue. 
Post-graduate students shall be considered as 
seniors and eligible for office in the Student Gov- 
ernment, including membership in the Student 
Council and Legislative Department, but for no 
office in the four under-graduate classes. 

Section 2. The Student Body officers shall be 
nominated and elected by the Student Body. Nom- 
ination shall be made not later than April 12, at 
a class meeting of the Student Body called by the 
Council, three days notice of which shall be given 
and the names of the nominees shall be published 
in the following issue of the Old Gold and Black. 
The election shall be held not later than April 26, 
on a date to be fixed by the Council, three days 
notice of which shall be given. The election shall 
be publicly held at such a place as may be desig- 
nated by the Council, and shall be in charge of 
three poll-holders appointed by the Council, from 
its members who are seniors. The voting in all 
Student Body elections shall be done by means of 
the Australian Ballot on printed or written ballots. 
The Student Council shall furnish ballots on which 
shall be printed the names of candidates for all 
offices in alphabetical order, the voter filling in 
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with an X, the blank opposite the name of candi- 
date he votes for. The ballot shall be deposited 
in a ballot box provided for the purpose, and as 
each student votes his name shall be taken in 
writing by the pollholders. There shall be no vot- 
ing by proxy. The polls shall be kept open from 
8:00 a. m. to 5:00 p. m., after which the voters 
shall be canvassed by the pollholders and the re- 
sults of the election declared. The pollholders 
‘shall file a written report of the result of the 
election with the Council which report shall be 


. recorded in the minutes. 


The Council shall have the power to make 
such additional regulations of the holding of the 
elections as it may deem necessary and proper. 


Section 3. It shall be the duty of the president 
of the Student Body to call and preside at all Stu- 
dent Body meetings; to appoint necessary com- 
mittees; to have in charge the organization of the 
- Freshman Class; to report to the Council all vio- 
lations of laws, rules, and customs adopted by the 
Student Body, that may come under his observa- 
tion; and to strive at all times toward the im- 
provement of conditions upon the campus. 

. Section 4. The duties of the president of the 
Student Body shall devolve upon the vice president 
in case the office of president is vacated. 

Section 5. It shall be the duty of the secre- 
- tary-treasurer to keep a record of the proceedings 
of all Student Body meetings; to have in charge 
all money that may come into his hands as treas- 
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urer of the Student Body, to keep a true and accu- 
rate account of the same and generally to perform 
the usual duties of a secretary-treasurer. 

Section 6. Should any of the above offices 
become vacant for any reason, the vacancy shall 
immediately be filled in accordance with the 
method outlined in Section 2 of this Article. 

ARTICLE VI 
Student Council 

Section 1. The Student Council shall be com- 
posed of fourteen members as follows: (1) The 
president, vice-president, and the secretary-treas- 
urer; (2) Seven members of the Senior Class, of © 
whom one shall come from the Law Department, 
one from the Department of Education, one from 
the Ministerial Department, to be elected by the 
individual departments, respectively, and three of 
whom shall come from the Senior Class at large, 
irrespective of departments, and the president of 
the Senior Class who is also the president of the 
Student Legislature; (3) Three members from 
the Junior Class irrespective of department; (4) 
and one member from the Sophomore Class, irres- 
pective of departments. 

Section 2. The Student Council shall have the 
following officers: A president who shall hold of- 
fice by virtue of being president of the Student 
Body; a vice president, and a secretary, both of 
whom shall hold office by virtue of being vice- 


president and secretary-treasurer of the Student 
Body. 


STUDENT SUPPLIES AT HARDWICKE’S 
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Section 3. It shall be the duty of the presi- 
dent to call and preside at meetings of the Council; 
to appoint Council committees except such as the 
Council may elect; and generally to exercise such 
powers as may be vested in him by the Council 
or by the laws, rules, and customs of the Student 
Body. 

Section 4. It shall be the duty of the vice 
president to assume the duties of the president in 
the president’s absence. 

Section 5. It shall be the duty of the Secre- 
tary to make and preserve a proper record of all 
proceedings of the Council, and to perform such 
other duties as may be delegated to him by the 
Council. 

Section 6. The Council shall meet at least 
twice monthly. The dates of the regular meetings 
shall be fixed by the Council. Special meetings 
may be held at any time by the president or three 
members of the Council. At the regular meetings 
in May, the newly elected Council shall sit in joint 
session with the Council then in power, but shall 
have no power to vote. 

Section 7. Ten members of the Council shall 
-be necessary to constitute a quorum. 

Section 8. A vote of two-thirds of the mem- 
bers present shall be necessary to convict a student 
on trial. 

Section 9. It shall be the duty of the Student 
Council, to receive, prefer, and try all charges of 
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violation of the Constitution, laws, rules, and cus- 
toms of the Student Body; to investigate and pass 
on all matters affecting the good name of the Stu- 
dent Body of the College and perform all other 
acts that may be necessary and proper in the exer- 
cise of its power as the Executive Department for 
the Student Government. ? 

Section 10. A student accused of having com- 
mitted an offense shall be brought before the Coun- 
cil as early as practicable for trial. In no case shall 
there be any unnecessary delay. The president of 
the: Council shall see that all vital evidence, both 
for and against the accused, is introduced, and 
the Council shall take adequate steps to test the 
validity of the evidence. 

Section 11. No member of the Council shall sit 
in trial of himself or of his roommate. 

Section 12. All judgments of the Council shall, 
for the purpose of record, be reported in writing 
to the faculty. 


AR LICE EVIL 
Legislative Department 

Section 1. The Legislative Department shall 
consist of not more than twenty-six members nor 
less than eighteen, and shall be composed as fol- 
lows: (1) The fourteen members of the Student 
Council; (2) The president of the Senior Class, 
and four other members from that class, of whom 
one shall come from the Law Department, one from 
the Department of Education, and one from the 
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Ministerial Department, to be elected by the indi- 
vidual departments respectively, and one from the 
Senior Class at large, irrespective of departments; 
(3) President of the Junior Class and one other 
member at large; (4) The president of the Sopho- 
more Class and one other member from that class; 
(5) The president of the Freshman Class after 
Christmas. 7 

Section 2. There shall be three officers of 
the Legislative Department: A chairman, who shall 
- hold office by virtue of being president of the Sen- 
ior Class; vice chairman, who shall hold office by 
virtue of being president of the Junior Class; and 
secretary, whom the Legislative Department will 
elect from its members regardless of class. 

Section 3. It shall be the duty of the Legis- 
lative Department to pass on all laws, rules and 
customs, properly submitted, in writing and signed, 
to the department, and to propose to the Student 
Body such constitutional amendments, laws, rules, 
and customs as the judgment of the department 
may deem wise and expedient. It shall be the 
further duty of the members of the Legislative De- 
partment to report to the Student Council all vio- 
lations of laws, rules, and customs adopted by the 
Student Body. 

Section 4. It shall be the duty of the chair- 
man to preside at all meetings of the Legislative 
Department; to call special meetings; to appoint 
necessary committees; to vote in case of a tie; and 


HARDWICKE’S, THE COMPLETE 
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to perform all the usual duties of a chairman of 
a Legislative Department. 

Section 5. It shall be the duty of the vice 
chairman to assume the duties of the chairman in 
the latter’s absence. 

Section 6. It shall be the duty of the secre- 
tary to make and preserve a record of all proceed- 
ings of the Legislative Department; to file a copy 
of constitutional amendments, laws, rules, and cus- 
toms with the secretary of the Student Council; to 
submit to the president or dean of the College 
copies of all constitutional amendments, laws, rules, 
and customs; and to perform such other duties as 
may be delegated to him by the Legislative De- 
partment. 

Section 7. The Legislative Department shall 
have at least one meeting per month on some reg- 
ular date to be set by the legislature. Special meet- 
ings may be called at any time. At the regular 
meeting in May the newly elected Legislative De- 
partment shall sit in joint session with the Legis- 
lative Department then in power, but shall take 
no part in any legislation that may arise. 

Section 8. Fifteen members shall be neces- 
sary to constitute a quorum of the Legislative De- 
partment. 

ARTICLE VIII 

Nominations and Elections of Members of the 

Student Council and Legislative Department 

Section 1. The Student Council, acting as a 
committee on nominations, shall make to the sev- 
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eral classes and departments, for the election to 
the council for the next school year, the following 
recomendations: (1) To the law department, 
three men from the rising senior class. (2) To 
the department of education, three men from the 
rising senior class. (3) To the ministerial depart- 
ment, three men from the rising senior class. (4) 
To the rising senior class at large, irrespective of 
department, five men. (5) To the rising Junior 
class, irrespective of department, five men. (6) To 
the rising Sophomore class, irrespective of de- 
partments, three men. 
Section 2. The Council shall make the fol- 
lowing recommendations for the elections to the 
legislative department for the next school year: 
(1) To the law department, three men from the 
rising senior class. (2) To the department of edu- 
cation, three men from the rising senior class. (38) 
To the ministerial department, three men from the 
rising senior class. (4) To the rising senior class 
at large, irrespective of departments, five men. 
(5) To the rising Junior class, irrespective of de- 
partments, five men. (6) To the rising sophomore 
class, irrespective of departments, three men. 
Section 3. The council shall make its recom- 
“mendations for the members of the Council and 
Legislative Department not later than April 12, and 
the election shall not be later than April 26. Three 
days’ notice of election shall be given, and there 
shall be no voting by proxy. The results of the 
election. shall be reported in writing by each class 
and department, to the Council, and shall be re- 
corded in the minutes of the Council. 
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ARTICLE IX 
Election of Class and Departmental Officers 

Class officers for the rising Senior, Junior, and 
Sophomore classes, and the officers for the rising 
departmental classes shall be elected for the next 
school year not later than April 26. The organi- 
zation of the Freshman Class shall not take place 
before the fifteenth of October, and shall be in 
charge of the president of the Student Body. 

ARTICLE X 
Vacancies 

Section 1. The position of any Student Body 
officer, or any member of either department of 
the Student Government, shall be declared vacant 
upon the failure of that officer or member to re- 
main in school, or upon the conviction of that 
officer or member of inexcusable neglect of duty, 
or violation of the principles and provisions of the 
Student Government. 

Section 2. Vacancies occurring in the Student 
Council or Legislative Department shall be filled 
in accordance with the method outlined in Article 
VIII of. this constitution. 

ARTICLE XI 

Section 1. The inauguration of the Student 
Body officers and members of the Council and 
Legislative Department shall take place not later 
than May 3, and shall be in charge of the Student 
Council then in power. 

Section 2. At the time of the inauguration of 
the new president of the Student Body and the 
members of the new council each shall take and 
subscribe to the following oath to be administered 
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by the retiring president: 

“T do solemnly swear that I will, to the best of 
my ability, uphold the Constitution, laws, rules, and 
customs adopted by the Student Body, and will 
faithfully perform the duties of the office to which 
I have been elected; that I will neither charge any 
one or knowingly encourage any one to be charged 
on trial, from envy, hatred, or malice, nor will I 
suffer any one to escape the proper judgment of 
the Student Council, or Student Body, for fear, 
favor, affection, reward, or hope of reward; so help 
me God.” 

Section 3. The members of the Legislative 
Department (other than those members who are 
Councilmen) shall each take and subscribe to the 
following oath: 

“I do solemnly swear that I will, to the best 
of my ability, uphold the Constitution, laws, rules, 
and customs, adopted by the Student Body, and 
that I will faithfully perform the duties of the 
office to which I have been elected, so help me 
God.” 

Section 4. All officers and members of the 
Student Government, including Student Body of- 
ficers, members of the Student Council, and Stu- 
dent Legislature, elected in the spring election, 
shall be inaugurated and actually installed into 
office not later than May 4. The duties of actual 
office holding devolve upon the men inaugurated 
immediately following the inaugural ceremony. 

ARTICLE XII 
Rules Governing Conduct 
Section 1. Hazing in all forms is prohibited. 
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The penalty for this offense shall be left to the 
discretion of the Student Council. 

Section 2. No student shall be guilty of cheat- 
ing on any examination or quiz, or upon any other 
pledge work. The penalty for cheating shall not 
be expulsion at the first offense. A student who is 
found guilty of cheating shall be placed on pro- 
bation for a period to be determined at the dis- 
cretion of the Student Council; he shall be failed 
in the course in which he cheated and his par- 
ents or guardian shall be notified of the action of 
the Student Council. The penalty for the second 
offense shall be .expulsion. 

Subsection (A). In all examinations, quizzes, 
and other pledge work each student shall be con- 
sidered as on his honor, and shall sign the fol- 
lowing pledge: “I have neither given nor received 
aid on this examination.” 

Subsection (B). It shall be the duty of every 
student to report to the Student Council any case 
of cheating that may come under his observation. 


Section 3. No student shall be guilty of steal- 


ing. The penalty for this offense shall be expul- 
sion. 


Section 4. Forms of dishonesty other than 
those specified in sections 2 and 3 above shall be 
punishable in the discretion of the Student Council. 

Section 5. No student shall be guilty of giving 
false testimony in trials before the Student Council. 

Section 6. There shall be no drinking of in- 


toxicating liquors. This shall apply especially at 
games and other public occasions and places. 
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Section 7. All forms of gambling are prohib- 
ited. ° 

section 8. Any conduct toward visitors, citi- 
zens of the town, passers-by, passengers on trains 
or visiting teams tending to injure the reputation 
of the College is forbidden. 

Section 9. There shall be no loud or boisterous 
swearing at or around the College, or at any of 
the games or, any public occasion. 

Section 10. There shall be no disorderly con- 
duct in dormitories or elsewhere. 

Section 11. There shall be no indecent expos- 
ure of the person at any time or place. This shall 
apply to exposures before dormitory windows and 
in passing to and from the gymnasium especially. 

Section 12. Disfiguration or injury to College 
property is forbidden. Any student found guilty of 
this offense shall be required to pay to the Bursar 
the amount of damage. 

Section 13.. No student shall knowingly and 
willingly pass a worthless check. The punishment 
for this offense shall be at the discretion of the 
Student Council. A failure to redeem a worthless 
check, even though it was unwillingly and un- 
knowingly passed, shall subject him to the same 
punishment. 

section 14. No student shall refuse to pay 
_ just debts contracted by him. Any student whose 
name shall be given to the Council as being guilty 
of this offense shall be notified by the Council to 

pay the debt. The penalty for failure to do so 
within thirty days after being notified shall be 
_ suspension. 
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Section 15. No student other than athletes 
shall be allowed to wear the school letter, with 
the. exception of cheerleaders. The cheerleaders 
shall be allowed to wear school letters at the dis- 
cretion of the Monogram Club. 

Section 16. The penalty for all offenses, unless 
the penalty is otherwise specified, shall be in the 
discretion of the Student Council, to be determined 
according to the seriousness of the offenses. 

Section 17. No student shall refrain from re- 
porting all violations of laws, rules, and customs 
adopted by the Student Body that may come under 
his observation, nor from appearing and duly testi- 
fying when duly summoned by the Council. 

Section 18. All students shall at all times 
conduct themselves as becomes gentlemen and stu- 
dents of Wake Forest College while on the hill or 
representing the College in any capacity when 
away from the College. 

ARTICLE XIII 
Publications Board 

Section 1. The purpose of this Board shall be 
to raise the quality of editors and business man- 
agers of the student publications; to secure men 
who are competent rather than trust the selection 
to the caprice of campus politics. P 

Section 2. The Publications Board shall be 
composed of the editors and business managers of 
OLD GOLD AND BLACK, THE STUDENT, and 
THE HOWLER, four faculty members, the presi- 
dent of the student body, and four members to be 
elected by the student body according to the fol- 
lowing qualifications which shall be verified by the 
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Student Council: ’ 

(a) Two members shall come from the OLD 
GOLD AND BLACK staff, one from THE STU- 
DENT staff, and one from THE HOWLER staff; 

(b) Each member must have served at least 
one year on the respective staff; 

(c) To insure that each elective publications 
board member is an active staff member, each, if 
he is an editorial staff member, must have written 
at least 15 news articles. If he is a member of the 
advertising staff, he must-have sold at least $16.00 
worth of advertising. 

Section 3. The publications board shall have 
the’ power of electing editors and business man- 
agers of the three publications for the school year 
which is to follow. These elections must be made 
on recommendations of the candidates made not 
later than April 12, and election shall be held not 
later than April 26th. 

Section 4. The Publications Board shall have 
the sole authority to make rules concerning eligi- 
bility of candidates to run for editor or business 
manager of each publication. 

Section 5. The Publications Board shall have 
the power of its own internal organization. 

ARTICLE XIV 
Amendments 

Amendments may be proposed by a two-thirds 
vote of a quorum at a meeting of the Legislative 
Department. The proposed amendment shall then 
be submitted to the Student Body, and if ratified 
by a majority of those present, shall be added to 
the end of the constitution as an amendment. 
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ARTICUM Exes 
Quorum of the Student Body 

A majority of the members of the Student 
Body shall be necessary to constitute a quorum in 
any Student Body meeting. 

Be ar ARTICLE XVI 

.-° The Official Student Handbook 
Section 1. The official handbook of the Stu- 
dent Body shall be prepared for publication fol- 
lowing the annual general election. The retiring 
Student Council shall undertake and direct the 
editing of this handbook. 

Section 2. On or before April 1 of each year” 
the council shall officially call for bids on the ad- 
vertising contract, to be drawn up by the council. 
At that time the council shall also designate the 
quantity of advertising desired and the advertising 
rate. . 

ARTICLE =X Vit 

Section 1. An intramural athletic council 
shall be appointed by the Student Council in a 
regular meeting. This shall be composed of (1) 
_ three members selected by the Monogram Club, 
(2) two members of the Student Council, (3) the 
head cheer leader, (4) one member of the Pan- 
Hellenic Council, (5) one member of the Student 
Political Union, (6) Sports Editor of the OLD 
GOLD AND BLACK. 


Section 2. The purpose of this body will be 


to select the cheer leaders and to direct the intra- ae 


mural program. 
ARTICLE XVIII 
This constitution shall. go into effect upon its 
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adoption by the Student Body and its approval by 
the Faculty. 
CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENTS 

1. The three Student Body officers together . 
with all Council and Legislature members elected 
at the regular spring elections shall also serve dur- 
ing the summer term. 

2. Any vacancies in any of the above men- 
tioned offices during any term shall be filled in 
the usual manner within. two weeks after the be- 
ginning of that term. In case the duly elected of- 
ficer fails to return either for the summer session 
or the fall session, the member elected in the sum- 
mer term shall continue to serve until the follow- 
ing spring election. In all cases when the officer 
elected in April returns in the fall, he shall be 
entitled to his office until the following spring 
elections. : 

3. Representation in student government shall 
be changed as follows: The representatives from 
the education and religion departments shall be 
dropped. Two women representatives shall be 
chosen by the women on the campus to represent 
them on the council. 

4. All school letters shall be worn at the dis- 
cretion of the Monogram Club and the faculty com- 
mittee on athletics. 

5. Freshman Advisory Committee—Whereas 
a wider, fuller program of freshman orientation is 
planned, it is proposed that our freshman advisory 
board be enlarged and that our constitution be 
~amended to read: 

The Freshman Advisory Board shall be com- 
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posed of fifteen members ,appointed by the out- 
going Student Council. The council shall designate 
one of these to serve as chairman. All members 
shall be at least Sophomore standing according to 
the current college catalogue. Not more than. three 
of these members shall be sophomores.
